SPEECH 


UPON  THE 

BII.L  TO  EEXK IV  THE  CIUR  TER 

OF  THE 

T3ank  of  the  U.  States, 

In  the  House’  of  Representatives. 

Br  U'm.  7’.  B jury. 

Mr.  SPKAKER, 

Tlie  measure  lurw  um'.er  consiclcrat'O" 
is  certainly  important.  It  involves  princi- 
ples mterestinirboih  as  they  relate  to  the 
•general  aiid  state  goven;inent*.  The  sol- 
icitut'erniatiifesteil  for  the  itnewal  of  the 
diarter  ; the  <lec]>  concern  that  Is  felt  in 
"me  of  the  sfates  ; the  serious  and  solemn 
tnanner  in  which  this  subject  h.is  been  con- 
sidered Snd  acted  upon  by  their  legislative 
councils  ; the  general  agitation  it  has  o’c- 
ca.siuned  in  tl.e  public  mind,  has  not  failed 
to  command  my  most  serious  attention,  i 
should  nevertheless  have  been  content  to 
have  left  it  to  the  discu.ssion  of  athers 
abler  and  more  experienced  than  myself, 
s:«rtisfied  with  giving  such  vote  as  would 
comport  with  the  honest  conviction  of  my 
understanding.  But  the  debate  has  taken 
an  unexpected  coursetoday.  'I  heremarks 
of  my  colleague  (Mr.  M’Kte)  will  not  per- 
mit me  any  longer  to  remain  silent.  .As  it 
is  my  lot  to  difl’er  with  him  on  this  great 
rjuestion,  I must  claim  the  indulgence  of 
the  house  for  a few  moments,  whilst  I en- 
deavour in  as  concise  a manner  as  possible 
to  state  some  of  the  reasons  by  which  I am 
actuated. 

The  baneful  effects  to  result  from  the 
dissolution  of  the  Bank  ; the  ruin  that  is  to 
follow  in  its  train,  has  been  pourtrayed  m 
the  most  glowing  colours,  in  a manner  cal- 
culated, as  it  was  no  doubt  designed,  to 
awaken  and  alarm  our  fears.  I shall  not 
now  enter  upon  this  branch  of  the  subject. 

If  as  I am  most  seriously  impressed,  the 
constitution  does  not  authorise  us  to  pass  the 
bill,  there  is  at  once  an  end  of  the  question. 

It  is,  Mr.  Speaker,  immaterial  what  con 
sequences  may  result.  No  pressure  of  cal- 
amity however  great,  can  warrant  depar- 
ture from  or  \ iolation  of  that  ^acred  instru- 
ment. 

It  has  been  said  that  this  is  a party  ques- 
tion. The  remark  is  just,  so  far  as  the 
principles  which  separate  and  distinguish 
the  twogreat  political  p-arties  in  the  United 
States  shall  be  made  to  bear  upon  it ; not 
that  the  declaration  of  any  man  can  make 
it  so.  It  is  measures  not  men  that  should 
govern. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  early  in  the 
history  of  our  gie  ei  nment  the  country  was 
divided  into  two  great  political  parties. 
The  one  endeavouring  to  extend  and  in- 
ereasethe  powers  of  the  general  govi  rmnent. 
the  other  attached  rto  the  state  authorities 
and  exceedingly  jealous  of  their  rights 
Under  this  state  of  things  the  constitution 
of  the  United  Statts  waii  framed.  Soon 
after  the  governmeat  went  into  opera- 
tion under  it,  thvse  parties  again  displayed 
themselves  in  the  rules  they  adopte.l  for 
expounding  the  coir'titutioii.  The  one  con- 
tending for  that  kind  of  interpretation 
which  would  pivssess congress  with  the  most 
ample  povi  sufficient  to  do  whatever  po- 
litical exiVftience  might  dictate  in  provi- 
ding for  the  common  defence  and  general 
welfare. 

This  latitude  of  construction  was  consi 
dered  by  the  other  party  as  dangerous  ; 
that  it  would  tend  to  consolidation  ; that 
in  this  way  stale  rights  would  be  encroach- 
ed upon  and  their  soverei-.  nty  impaired. 
They  contended  that  the  power  of  congress 
was  limited  ; that  it  must  be  confined  to 
those  powers  expressly  delegated,  and  to 
such  as  were  neemsary  and  firofitr  to  car- 
ry them  into  execution.  That  this  mode 
of  construction  resulted  necessarily  from 
the  nature  ef  the  general  government, 
but  was  settled  beyond  all  doubt  Uy  that 
clause  ill  the  constitution  which  provides 
tnat  all  powers  not  delcg  ited  to  the  Uni- 
ted States  by  the  constitution  nor  prohibit- 
ed by  it  to  the  states,  are  reserved  to  the 
states  or  to  the  people”,  that  to  step  be- 
yond the  boundaries  thus  fixed,  would  be 
to  enter  upon  a field  of  power  no  longer 
capable  of  being  defined.  Such  has  been 
my  iinderstand'iig  of  the  views  of  the  two 
parties  ; the  one  called  fidrral  the  other 
re/iublican  or  democratic  if  you  please. — 

I speak  of  parties  as  they  were  at  the  pe- 
riod I allude  to. 

It  is  remarkable  that  upon  this  very 
subject  in  the  year  1791,  when  the  Bank 
charter  was  granted,  we  find  the  most 
dis:ingiii>lied  politicians  of  that  day  who 
vre-e  on  the  republican  side  opposing  it 
and  iliev  did  it  under  the  guidance  of  those 
sentiments  that  had  originally  given|rise  2c 
characterto  the  party,  for  although  they 
did  not  admit  the  iitilitv  of  the  Banking 
sy  stem — yet  the  gieat  ground  of  opposition  ; 
the  strength  of  tlieir  argument,  was  direct- 
ed against  the  power  of  congress  to  pass 
such  a law.  It  was  sir  upon  that  occasion 
that  Mr. Madison,  then  a memlier  of  con- 
gress made  that  perspicuous  and  luminous 
argument  that  has  been  so  justly  celebrated 
as  defining  and  marking  out  the  proper 
limits  of  power  assigned  to  the  general  go- 
vernment. 1 have  thought  proper  to  make 
these  preliminary  remarks,  to  shew  what 
■was  the  understanding  of  this  measure  at 
the  time  of  its  adoption.  That  it  was  then 
prrtes'ed  against  as  unconstitutional.  Two 
articles  of  the  constitution  seem  lobe  most- 
ly r&lied  upon  b\  thqse  who  arein  favor  of 
the  renewal.  That  which  gives  to  congress 
the  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties, 
imposts  and  exci.sts : to  pay  the  debts  and 
provide  tor  the  common  defence  and  gen- 
rral  welfare  of  the  United  Stales — or  in 
other  Words  tlic  power  hy  which  congress 
IS  to  regulate  the  financial  concerns  of  t'ae 
nation,  and  that  which  gives  the  power  to 
make  all  laws  necessary  and  proper  for 
carrying  into  execution  the  powers  vested 
bv  the  Constitution  in  the  government  of 
the  United  Slates. 

It  has  already  been  shewn  bv  gentlemen 
who  have  preceded  me,  by  a course  of  rea- 
soning to  my  mind  unanswerable,  that  the 
clause  which  enables  congress  to  pass  all 
laws  necessary  and  proper  to  execute  the 
tpeciffed  powers,  must  aecoraing  to  the 
natural  force  of  the  terms  and  context  be 
limited  to  the  jr,ans  necessary  to  the  end, 
and  incident  to  the  nature  of  the  specified 
powers  ; that  this  clause  was  in  fact  mere- 
ly declaratorv  of  what  would  have  result- 
ed by  unavoidable  iruplicatio.'i  as  the  ap- 


Ipropriate  and  as  it  were  technical  means 
of  executing  these  powers.  It  was  further 
contended  that  the  true  exposition  of  a ne- 
cessary mean  was,  ihat  mean  witho"*  which 
the  end  could  not  be  produced.  If  this 
doctrine  is  correct,  it  puts  the  question  at 
rest ; as  it  has  been  most  clearly  shewn 
that  a Bank  is  not  a necessary  mean  accor- 
ding to  this  exposition.  I shall  not  dwell 
longer  on  this  head,  considering  it  as  al- 
ready exhausted  by  argument.  The  word 
proper  is  in  my  mind  an  important  and 
operative  word  in  this  clause  of  the  consti- 
tutii  II.  The  incid.ental  power  to  be  exer- 
cised must  not  only  be  necessary,  but  pro 
per.  that  is,  it  must  be  appropriate  and 
confim  -1  to  the  end  in  view.  If  it  goes  be- 
yotind  it,  if  it  involves  the  exercise  of  a 
power  that  tends  to  create  a distinct  and 
substantive  thing  which  in  its  iaiportant 
operations  is  entirely  distinct  from  and  in- 
dependant of  the  power  to  ilie  execution 
of  which  it  was  designed  as  a mean,  it 
would  most  certainly  be  improper.  Such 
an  exercise  of  power  vvould  in  truth  be 
usurpation,  and  the  end  proposed  becomes 
a mere  pretence  for  the  unwarrantable  as- 
sumption of  power. 

'i'o  enable  congress  to  collect  taxes,  offi- 
ces of  deposit  merely  would  be  sufficient. 
But  instead  of  confining  the  incidental  pow- 
er  to  be  employed  to  the  object  it  is  de- 
signed to  accomplish,  you  introduce  a new 
system  of  policy,  that  has  no  more  con- 
nection-wiih  the  management  of  the  reve- 
nue, than  it  has  with  the  power  to  borrow 
money  on  the  credit  of  tbe  United  Stales, 
with  the  power  to  regulate  commerce  with 
foreign  nations,  among  the  states,  and 
with  the  Indian  tribes,  nr  than  K bns  with 
the  power  to  raise  and  support  armies  or 
to  provide  and  maintain  a navy.  The 
power  to  establish  a Bank  applies  equally 
as  an  incident  to  all  the  above  named  pow- 
ers,  and  is  not  strictly  appropriate  to  ei- 
ther, or  It  is  confined  to  all  of  them  col- 
lectively. If  under  such  pretence  you  can 
create  corporations,  our  power  in  this  re- 
spect is  unbounded. 

By  this  act  you  form  a society  of  individ- 
uals, invest  them  with  extensive  and  ex- 
clusive privileges,  who  instead  of  being 
employed  as  auxiliaries  in  the  fiscal  arrange- 
ments of  the  government,  set  up  for  them- 
selves and  go  on  upon  a system  of  money 
making.  They  issue  notes  that  becomes  a 
ciiculating  medium  and  forms  a new  spe- 
cies ol  capital.  The  institution  carries 
with  it  a tram  of  offices  .influence  and  pa- 
•’•(inage.  It  gives  rise  to  an  act  of  sovereign 
power,  that  no  government  should  ever  be 
permitted  toexersise  or  can  derive  by  just 
implication — that  of  punishing  those  who 
may  counterfeit  the' notes  of  this  Bank — 
rkus  introducing  into  our  code  of  laws  a 
system  of  criminal  jurisprudence  never 
contemplated  by  the  constitution. 

It  will  be  seen  as  we  progress  in  this 
enquiry,  how  this  measure  is  calculated  to 
effect  the  state  rights  and  toinlringe  upon 
their  sovereignty. 

If  it  is  go^  policy  to  establish  Banks, 
and  1 am  inclined  to  think  it  tends,  when 
properly  regulated,  to  promote  the  inter- 
est of  society  ; the  states  will  surely  have 
a right  to  claim  the  benefits  that  may  re- 
sult from  it — because  this  right  they  never 
ha-  e parted  from — The  profits  arising 
from  ui  .counts,  the  advantage  to  accrue 
from  public  and  private  deposits,  and  the 
many  facilities  this  kind  of  institution  af- 
fords to  society,  belong  to  tlie  states  and 
ought  to  be  exclusively  under  their  con- 
tioul.  The  objects  of  state  policy  are  in- 
fiiiitoly  more  numerous  than  those  of  the 
general  government,  and  deserve  equally 
to  be  promoted. 

It  is  said  the  states  are  at  liberty  if  they 
chuse  to  establish  banks:  this  does  net  re 
move  the  objection;  if  the  right  is  impair- 
ed it  is  the  same  in  principle  as  if  it  was 
denied.  A branch  'oank  of  the  United 
States  will  always  have  a predominant  in- 
fluence. They  will  have  a benefit  of  a 
Urg#  capital ; but  the  great  source  of  in- 
fluence results  from  its  connexion  with  the 
mother  bank  and  a confederacy  of  branch- 
es co-extensive  with  the  Uimed  States. — 
They  all  move  in  concert;  and  by  combi- 
ning their  influence,  would  at  any  lime  be 
enabled  to  overwhelm  and  destroy  the 
small  slate  establishments — There  can  be 
no  stronger  evidence  of  the  weakness  and 
utter  dependence  of  the  state  banks  upon 
that  of  the  United  Stales  tlian  the  alarm 
that  some  of  them  now  feel  at  its  expected 
dissolution.  It  is  said  th.at  no  danger  of 
this  sort  is  to  be  apprehended  ; that  those 
who  have  had  the  direction  of  the  United 
States  bank,  have  conducted  it  properly 
and  with  liberality.  This  affords  no  guar- 
antee that  they  will  continue  to  do  so. — 
Hank  directors  have  the  same  passions  and 
prejudices  that  other  men  have  ; the  same 
feelings  of  jealousy  and  rivalship  exists  in 
corporate  bodies  as  with  individuals;  the 
same  struggle  for  powgr  and  disposition  to 
oppress.  State  rights  require  the  guar 
diaiiship  of  the  constitution,  they  are  not 
1 trust  to  be  left  to  the  mercy  of  a bank  di 
rectory. 

It  would  sir,  be  less  objectionable  if  the 
Bank  of  the  United  States  diffused  its  bene 
fits  equally  throughout  the  dift'erent  states. 
But  instead  of  tills  equal  and  just  distribu- 
tion it  will  be  found  to  be  confined  a-nd  par- 
tial in  its  operations;  its  benefits  will  be 
principally  confined  to  the  seaports;  it  can 
only  be  made  to  operate  indirectly  upon 
the  agriculturalist  and  manufacturer.  The 
direction  of  this  institution  will  be  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  commercial  men;  all  its 
power  and  influence  will  be  lent  to  them, 
this  combined  with  the  power  their  wealth 
naturally  gives  them,  has  heretofore,  and 
will  continue  to  give  them,  a decided  as- 
cendancy in  tlie  councils  of  this  Nation. 
It  is  believed  that  this  kind  of  influence 
has  had  its  effect  in  producing  our  existing 
embarrassments  with  foreign  nations.  Sir 
the  slightest  attention  to  our  public  act, 
will  shew  that  there  has  been  a great  pres 
deliction  for  commerce;  that  it  has  met 
with  almost  exclusive  protection  and  sup- 
port ; whilst  little  or  nothing  hasbeen  done 
for  the  internal  industry  of  the  country 
Large  sums  of  money  have  been  expended 
for  the  promotion  of  commerce,  whilst 
our  infant  manufactories  have  been  suffer- 
ed to  pine  and  languish-  The  enlerprize 
embarked  in  this  way  never  having  expe- 
rienced any  kind  of  encouragement  from 
the  general  government.  It  is  tiiije  to  re- 
move the  causes  that  gave  rise  to  this  par- 
tial influence. 

The  power  of  the  states  is  affected  by 


this  measure  in  another  important  respect 
— By  its  means  individuals  who  are  mostly 
foreigner.s.hold  large  estates  in  stock,  w ilh- 
ont  being  in  any  way  subject  to  the  coiitroul 
of  the  state  government  or  paying  any  tax 


pend  upon  it  we  shall  not  be  able  hereafter 
to  stop  its  progress.  Pretences  will  not  be 
wanting  to  extend  its  limits  and  augment 
its  capital.  The  poison  already  tasted 
would  soon  reach  the  vitals  of  this  govern- 


for  its  support.  Is  it  just  that'such  exclu-  ment ; onr  efforts  hereafter  for  relwf  will 


sive  privileges  should  be  conferred  ? Is  it 
proper  that  these  men,  not  the  most  me- 
ritorimi.s,  should  be  entirely  exempt  trom 
the  burtlieii  of  taxation — wliilst  the  true 
citizen,  is  bound  to  yield  his  personal  and 
pecuniary  aid? 

Another  fomidable  objection  that  pre- 
sents itself  is  the  connexion  of  this  institu- 
tioi'  with  the  government — a dangerous 
source  of  influence  and  power.  When 
the  people  have  to  pay  taxes  ior  the  sup- 
port of  government,  they  feel  and  uiider- 
staml  whai  is  going  on.  If  they  should  be 
burthened  wiih  high  taxes,  unless  a good 
reason  can  be  assigned  for  it,  they  will  re- 
move their  agents  and  appoint  others  who 
will  act  upon  a better  system  of  economy. 
But  give  to  the  government  a bank  witli  a 
large  capital  and  you  afford  a lacility  of 
borrowing  and  a source  of  supplies  utterly 
incompatible  with  the  genius  ot  republican 
institutions.  Loans  may  be  had  to  enable 
the  government  to  pursue  their  projects; 
expensive  establishments  may  be  created 
and  kept  up  m this  way,  that  the  people 
never  would  have  tolerated,  had  they  been 
directly  called  on  for  their  contributions. 
The  case  it  woula  afford  of  getting  money 
would  be  the  cause  of  repeated  applica- 
tions to  this  source;  and  we  may  readily 
perceive  how  a debt  thus  created  will  be 
constantly  accumulating.  Upon  this  sub- 
ject we  have  the  light  of  experience  to 
guide  us — The  English  nation  presents  a 
sad  example.  It  is  true  the  jiroposed  ca- 
pital is  too  small  create  much  alarm  at 
present — but  renew  this  charter  and  it  will 
be  augmented 'as  convenience  shall  dictate. 
The  capital  of  the  Bank  of  England  was 
small  at  its  first  establishibcnt,  but  it  in 
creased  gradually  as  tlie  exigence  of  the 
gpvernment  required,  liir,  whenever  the 
government  shall  have  become  largely  in- 
debted to  this  bank,  it  will  have  acquired 
an  influence  over  our  couHCils  ; the  idea 
of  which  is  humiliating;  an  influence  that 
would  not  only  be  degrading,  but  one  that 
would  endanger  our  liberties  by  subjecting 
us  to  thecnntroul  of  a monied  aristocracy. 
Permit  me  now  sir,  to  notice  a few  of  the 
arguments  which  have  been  advanced  in  fa 
vourof  renewal— It  is  said  that  the  prac- 
tice  of  this  government  is  against  the  rule 
of  construction  we  contend  for:  as  an  ex- 
ample the  act  concerning  light  houses, 
beacons,  buoys  and  public  piers  has  been 
cited.  This  is  referred  to  the  power  of  re- 
gulating  trade.  This  act  is  in  truth  only 
a mean  to  carry  into  executions  power;  ii 
is  distinguishable  at  the  first  glance  from 
the  power  to  establish  a bank.  'I'hey  only 
tend  topromote  commerce;  they  are  strict- 
ly necessary  and  properly  confined  to  the 
object — They  go  no  further  than  the  end

Your  committee  have  no  hesitanry  in 
saying,  that  many  of  the  charges  appear

individuals  or  of  the  states;  besides  there 
IS  nothing  in  them  uncongenial  with  the  na- 
ture of  our  government. 

It  is  further  contended  that  the  law  now 
attenipted  to  be  repealed  has  been  sanc- 
tioned by  the  states  and  acquiesced  in  by 
the  people.  That  although  it  might  not 
originally  have  been  necessary,  it  has  now 
become  so.  1 can  see  sirong  reasons  why 
this  act  granting  a charter  should  not  be 
repealed,  although  unconstitutional.  The 
system  had  been  introduced;  a pledge  w..s 
given  to  tha  Stockholders;  they  invested 
their  funds  upon  the  faith  of  its  continuance  Cents 
for  twenty  years;  it  was  a contract  for 
that  period;  to  have  violated  the  public 
faith  would  not  perhaps  have  been  consis- 
tent with  sound  policy.  There  is  a differ- 
ence between  repealing  the  law  and  suf- 
fering it  to  expire.  'I'he  stockholders  have 
not  even  the  colaur  of  a claim  upon  us  for 
the  continuance  of  the  charter  after  the 
expiration  ot  the  twenty  years.  The  con- 
tract has  been  fulfilled  and  compleated. 

They  are  or  should  have  been  ready  to 
close  their  business.  Sir,  it  this  iloctrine 
of  acquiescence  is  correct,  many  other  ob- 
noxious laws,  that  have  been  the  cause  of 
much  heat  and  ferment  throughout  the  na- 
tion might  in  the  same  way  be  proven  to 
be  Constitutional  and  might  hereafter  be 
revived  for  the  same  reason.  It  is  one  of 
the  first  principles  of  a representati'  c gov- 
ernment, that  a subsequent  legislature 
have  the  power  to  change  the  measures  of 
a preceding  one;  and  it  often  is  necessary 
they  should  do  so.  No  state  has  ever  sanc- 
tioned this  law  by  a direct  declaration  to 
that  effect.  Their  approbation  has  been 
inferred  from  their  having  passed  laws  to 
punish  counterfeiters.  Sir,  the  states  can- 
not repeal  an  act  of  congress;  they  could 
not  prevent  the  circulation  of  the  notes  of 
this  bank.  It_  was  therefore  essential  to 
pass  such  laws  in  order  to  secure  and  pro- 
tect their  own  citizens  from  fraud  and  im- 
position. 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  an  act  of  con- 
gress originally  unconstitutional  cannot  be 
made  so  by  any  lapse  of  time.  If  in  1791 
it  was  unconstitutitmal  it  must  be  so  now.

T he  District  of  Ilaine,  (a  par:  of  the 
state  of  M afTachiisetts,  but  separated  fiom 
Old  Massachusetts,  by  the  Hate  ol  N.  w 
Hampshire,)  contains  218,705  inliabitantt 
a population  nearly  equal  to  that  of  N w- 
Jeisey.  It  has  been  lor  fome  yeai s past 
in  contemplation  to  erect  Maine  into  a 
separate  state.  Accordingly  we  find  by 
the  last  Boston  Centinel,  that  the  Sena- 
tors and  Representatives  in  the  Massachu- 
setts legislature  from  the  di.trkt  of 
Maine,  amounting  to  74  have  held  a 
Convention  in  Boston,  and  voted  56  to  18, 
that  ” it  is  expedient  to  lake  tiie  sense 
ot  the  people  on  a feparation  trom  Old 
Massachusetts.” 

The  District  of  Maine,  is  the  most 
easterly  fection  of  the  United  States.  Its 
grea’est  length  is  377  miles,  and  its  grea- 
test bieadth  aloi  g the  sea  coast  240  tiiiles, 
being  considerably  greater  in  extent  than 
1 ennsylvai  ia,  anti  iieaily  equal  to  New- 
Yoik.  It  i.s  bounded  E.  hy  the  river 
Magenadavitk.  which  ditid-s  it  from 
Nova-Scotia,  VV'.  by  New  Hampshire,  N. 
and  N,  \V,  by  tlie  Jirov  im,e  of  Lower 
Canada,  and  S.  by  theoctan.  It  is  divid- 
ed into  six  coiiruics,  viz.  York,  Cuniber- 
1 md.  l.dici  l 1,  Hai.cock,  Kei'iichunk,  and 
VValhiiigt,  n.  'I’.hesc  are  dniJcd  into 
about  169  incorporued  town-rhips  ’I'h:: 
thief  rivers  arc  Penobstot  Kcmiebeck, 
Saco,  Androtcoggin,  and  St.  Croix,  be- 
sides a great  nuiiiber  of  Iniall  iiversor 
creeks,  'l  l. c principal  lakes  are.  Mouse- 
bead,  Chesounlionk,  and  Sebacnok.  'I'he 
most  remarkable  bays,  are.  Casco,  Peiiob- 
Srott,  Mathias, Saco,  and  P.iffamaq.iodJy. 

1 lie  principal  capcsair,  Elizabcili,  Sinail- 
Point.  Natldotk,  and  Po  i poise.  Fe«r 
countries  aie  better  wate  rd  than  this, 
there  being  icaicely  a towns  lip  without 
one  or  inore  large  ponds  in  it.  1 1 contains 
many  huge  inoiintain.s,  wnose  tops  are 
faid  to  be  covered  with  snow  the  greater 
part  id  the  year.

LIBERTY  OF  THE  PRESS. 

It  was  not  to  be  expected  tliat  an  in  - 
slitution  like  that  of  the  Bank  of  the 
United  States  would  expire,  even  a nat- 
ural death,  without  considerable  ex- 
• itenient.  There  are  too  many  iii- 
dividuals  interested  in  its  fate  to  have 
jiemiitied  it  to  die  in  <iuiet ; Presi- 
tlcnts  of  the  imotlier  bank  and  herbran- 
i lics  ; CHsliiersand  other  officers  ; and 
that  favored  class  who  enjoyed  almost 
exclusively  the  choicest  benefits  which 
a bank  can  bestow  ; formed  a party  of 
poitly  appearance,  loud  of  tongue, 
fierce  of  TTspect,  and  which  could  enlist 
ill  its  cause  a numertius  host  of  mendi- 
cant scril.'blers,  who.  like  Ssviss.  are 
ready  to  fight  under  the  banner  of  any 
faction  for  pay.  Let  us  learn  from  the 
j^reat  struggle  that  we  have  just  vvit- 
jiessed,  to  he  catitions  how  we  incorpo- 
rate monied  societies  upon  a national 
scale  ; and  let  us  congrattdate  the  na- 
tion at  lar.'je,(the  tnily  republican  part 
of  it  in  particular ,}on  the  consistency 
of  the  mass  of  the  democratic  party, 
wheh  has  just  demonstrated  that  it  is 
incapable  of  maintaining  docuings 
•when  out  of  power  which  it  would  dis- 
avow when  in  the  direction  of  public 
alFaii  s. 

If  there  is  any  thing  to  Idment  in  the 
occurrencies  wliirh  the  discussion  of 
the  Bank  question  has  occasioned,  it  is 
the  unfortunate  refirobation  of  the  press 
■which  one  or  two  gentlemen  of  Con- 
gress have  suffered  themselves  to  go 
into.  It  does  no  credit  to  their  zeal  ; 
and  detracts  materially  liotin  the  char- 
acter  of  their  Understandings.  It  shews 
that  they  do  not  cov.firehend  the  genius 
of  the  government  of  which  they  are  a 
part,  and  that  they  confound  a sjiirit  of 
liberty  ■with  a spirit  of  faction.  The 


history  of  our  English  ancestors  and 
our  9\vn  history,  arc.suflicient  to  con- 
vince any  man  who  has  read  them,  that 
free  forms  of  government  and  equal 
laws  are  ofiiltle  avail  unless  supported 
by  a spirit  of  liberty ; and  that  this  spir- 
it, so  easily  wounded,  but  so  dilfiuult  to 
be  subdued,  is  always  jealous,  raising 
its  voice  at  the  first  appearance  of  dan- 
ger, and  regardless  of  consequences 
where  public  freedom  is  at  stake.  The 
Bank  of  the  U.  States  had  been  natori- 
•lusly  used  as  a political  engine  to  the 
destruction  of  republicanism  \ the  prin- 
ciples upon  which  it  was  originally  es- 
tablished were  anli-rcpublican,  and 
even  uncon.stitutional.  When  there- 
fore, rojiublicans  saw  that  this  engine 
was  about  to  be  renewed,  when  they 
saw  professed  republicans  joining  with 
the  entire  federal  party  to  renew  tl^ 
charter,  is  it  to  be  wondered  at  tlSt 
they  took  alarm  ? that  the  democratic 
presses  spoke  in  a tone  stieng  and  deci- 
ded ? that  they  reproached  iudividuals 
for  abandoning  the  established  princi- 
ples of  the  party  ? and  that  they  dis- 
dained to  touch  in  any  other  strain  than 
that  of  manly  independence  a question 
so  interesting  to  the  spirit  of  liberty? 
Gentlemen,  it  seems  suish  to  be  criticised 
svitha  tender  and  sparing  hand  sehihi 
they  are  d mndishing  the  very  ramparts 
of  freedom!  They  do  not  think  they 
are  doing  this  mischief;  Granted  : but 
the  people  do  and  in  a case  like  this  the 
opinion  of  one  or  two  individuals  are  not 
to  prevail  against  the  general  sense  of 
the  nation. 

It  is  the  misfortune  of  men  in  power 
to  believe,  occasionally,  that  their  opin- 
ions are  infallible,  and  that,  do  what 
they  will,  there  can  be  no  faction  in 
government.  But  it  is  certain  that  fac- 
tion may  as  readily  be  generated  in 
government  as  out  of  it.  We  call  that 
faction  which  runs  counter  to  the 

constitutional  ends  of  government 

Mr.  Adam’s  administration  furnishes 
us  with  a memorable  example.  The 
sedition  and  alien  laws  were  both  acts  of 
governmental  faction.  They  were  made 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  power  in 
the  hands  of  the  men  who  passed 
them  ; and  so  far  they  had  in  them  that 
strong  feature  of  faction,  self-interest. 

1 hey  were,  moreover,  unconstitution- 
al, and  a direct  encroachment  on  the 
rights  of  the  people.  When  the  re- 
publican presses  assailed  these  with  vi- 
gor, and  in  many  cases  with  virulence, 
the  persons  in  power  railed  at  the  li- 
centiousness of  the  press  as  certain  le- 
i(islators  do  now.  But  the  presses  pi e- 
vailed  in  the  end,  because  they  were 
supported  by  the  spirit  of  liberty.  It  is 
a very  great  mistake  iti  those  legislators 
if  they  imagine  that  the  spirit  of  liberty 
means  nothing  more  than  to  keep  ihem\ 
in  power  8e  give  currency  to  iheir  opin- 
ions ; or  that  the  great  struggle  of  1 799 
and  1800  was  merely  tq  thrust  one  set 
»f  men  out  of  power  allil  nestle  ano- 
ther set  of  men  in  their  places.  So  far 
is  this  from  being  the  case,  that  if  the 
men  at  this  time  in  power  were  to  pur- 
sue mrasures  contrary  to  the  principles 
upon  whicliMr.  Jefferson  came  into  of- 
fice, the  people  would  at  once  abandon 
them  and  ihoose  tubers  to  rule  in  their 
stead. 

It  is  great  deal  too  late  in  the  day  for 
men  in  this  country  to  talk  withatuu- 
diefive  temper  against  the  press.  The 
people  M’ill  maintain  their  rights  and 
the  constitution,  through  the  press,\[ 
they  can  ; through  eli  ciians  ; and,  in 
great  emergencies,  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet.  { f^irginia  .drgus.

Hermit  me  to  express  my  satisfaction.  I re 
joice  that  there  was  virtue  enoujjh  left  in  Con- 
g’rt  IS  not  to  suffer  the  constitution  to  be 
trampled  on  liy  avarice— 1 rejoice  to  see  that 
the  j^reat  mass  of  the  people  can  neither  be 
intimidated  nor  bribed. 

But,  sir,  when  we  destroy  one  fifoldcn  calf, 
let  us  not  fall  down  and  •worship  Haal,  nor  sac* 
rtfice  to  Moloc.  Let  us  view  with  a scruti- 
nizin'^ eye,  the  operations  of  our  own  local 
hanks.  These  institutions  are  indubtctl  to  il'.e 
legislature  for  tltvir  charters,  %\hich  they  ob- 
tained without  money,  and  without  price, 
i'heir  fair  and  natural  g’ains  sliould  he  at  tlie 
rale  of  six  per  cent  per  annum,  with  tlie  ad 
v.Tntaj^e  of  the  discount  paid  in  advance:  libe* 
rality  will  increase  depesits — tiie  ciic.idation  of 
their  notes  canuiFt  l>e  forced — lim-.-,  peiacve- 
veraucc  and  pimctuahty  will  sufliciently  effect 
this,  by  sure  thoujjli  slow  deg^reea.  If  ever  an 
usurious  principle  should  pervade  these  insti- 
tutions in  any  shape  whatever,  cither  un«lei 
the  name  of  selling  money,  bai.k  notes, 
or  bills  of  exchange,  thtn  way  the  tharc  holder* 
tremltle  f andihe  iegislalurc  be  cautious  wliom 
they  choose  fl»r  directors.  If  ever  directors 
take  advantage  of  the  want  oftrade,  or  scarci- 
ty of  money,  to  fill  tlieir  coffers  with  an  usu- 
riou.i  gain,  then  should  the  legislature  new- 
model  the  cha'rter  of  such  stale  bank  by 
wholesome  amendments— and  may  the  other 
bank,  in  the  fullness  of  time,  sleep  to  rise  no 
more  ! If,  fiir  instance,  by  way  extortion, 
light  money  (say  eastern  banknotes)  ahould  be 
taken  in  at  the  bank  at  par,  ^nd  sold  out  at  2 
per  cent  advance,  with  one  per  cent  fop  a note 
at  sixty  days  ; xliis  ij  coiiiplcte  usury  at  the 
rate  oftwoand  ahalf per  cent  for  two  months, 
up^vards  of  eeventeen  per  cent  per  annum . This  I 
trust  will  never  be  the  ca.se.  It  will  be  a prac- 
tice equally  bad,  ifaAnrcra  (for  unquestionably 
there  are  shavers^  whether  o^cera.  \\xe  frieniU 
of  ofiicers  of  ihese  institutions,  or  their  ene- 
mies, get  money  fronfl  the  banks  at  aix  per 
cent,  and  shave  at  the  enormous  rale  of  two 
and  an  half  |>er  cent  per  month,  (which  is  up- 
wards of  forty-tmio  per  cent  per  annnm)  the 
consequences  must  he  entire  ruin  to  many. 

The  best  security  for  the  share-holders  and 
the  public  is  not  to  choose  men  for  director^ 
i merely  because  they  are  rich,  but  rather  bc- 


bause  they  have  talents— To  avoii  putting  the 
whole  of  a firm  or  the  whole  of  a family  inti, 
office.  One  of  a firm  and  one  of  a family  will 
be  sufficient  for  both  banks.  It  is  equally  ri- 
iliculoustochoosea  man  for  a director,  mere 
ly  because  he  is  a mechanic— for  any  mechanic 
can  ooon  trausfonn  himself  into  a store  keeper. 
Look  to  expenettce.

Ubes  had  been  evacuated  by  the  Portu-j 
guese.  Lord  Wellington  had  returned  to! 
his  strong  lines  near  Lisbon.  No  account 
had  been  received  at  Lisbon,  when  capt.i 
Roberts  sailed,  of  the  arrival  of  Ferdinand' 
VII.  in  Spain.  I 

Jan.  27,  at  8 A.  M.  lat.^y,  36,  N.  long.! 
26,  30,  W.  then  ten  da)  s out  from  Lisbon, 
capt.  Roberts  was  boarded  by  the  British 
frigate  Menelaus,  capt.  Parker,  of  38 
guns,  out  7 weeks  from  the  Isle  of  France, 
and  bound  to  England  with  despatches 
announcing  the  capture  of  ilie  said  Island 
(the  last  of  Bonaparte’s  colonies)  icgetlier 
with  7 French  frigates,  4 sloops  of  war, 
and  one  corvetib,  amounting  in  all  to  11 
sail.  They  surrendered  on  the  2nd  of  De- 
cember after  a short  resistance,  and  but 
little  loss  on  either  side.  The  British  be- 
sieging army,  including  deli'-.hments  from 
Madrass,  amounted  to  15<B  o men.  Bei 
tween  2 and  300  tons  of  American  shipping 
were  seized  in  the  harbour  most  of  which 
had  valuable  cargoes  on  board.  The  cargo 
of  one  schooner  alone  sold  for  S 120,000.
